NOW THE DOG 


Jail for man who knocks out PC, then targets pooch 


Earl Petri, who knocked a po¬ 
liceman unconscious and set 
his dogs on him, has been jailed 
by Kingston Crown Court. 

Petri, 33, from Eureka Road, 
pleaded guilty at Kingston Crown 
Court to a series of offences carried 
out in Richmond Park on July 20, 
including knocking a police officer 
unconscious and running over an¬ 
other dog walker. 

He was sentenced on Thursday, 
October 30, to two years in prison. 

The court heard how Petri was 
stopped by Royal Parks police offi¬ 
cer James Levesley in Isabella Plan-

tation car park, as part of a routine 
patrol. 

Petri and his dogs then attacked 
the 31-year-old officer, with Petri de¬ 
livering a severe punch to the po¬ 
liceman’s head, knocking him 
unconscious, the court was told. 

Once the officer woke up he was 
attacked again. 

Another victim, Simon Ludgate, 
who was walking a labradoodle 
Inca, a cross between a labrador 
and a poodle, tried to prevent Petri 


from driving away in his red Vaux- 
hall Astra. 

The court heard how Petri man¬ 
aged to get into the car and drove it 
at Mr Ludgate and Inca, hitting 
them both before driving off. 

Inca was dragged under the car, 
leaving her with severe swelling 
and cuts that needed 14 stitches. 

And instead of seeking hospital 
treatment, the brave bystander 
made sure Inca was treated first. 

Speaking after the incident, Mr 
Ludgate, who was walking Inca for 
a friend, said: “She is such a troop¬ 
er. 


“She never made a sound and was 
trying to lick my face while I went 
to pick her up after her operation. 

“We thought she was going to 
die.” 

Petri was sentenced two years for 
GBH on the police officer, along 
with a consecutive 15 month term 
for dangerous driving, ABH and 
criminal damage. 

He was also disqualified from 
driving for a minimum of four 
years and will then have to pass an 
extended test.

Fitness model hit by car 
is ‘stable’ in US hospital

The sports-loving son of a 
Kingston funeral director is in 
hospital after being hit by a 
car in Los Angeles. 

James Greenwood, 25, is on 
the front cover of December’s 
Men’s Fitness magazine, but is 
currently in the Ronald Rea¬ 
gan Hospital suffering from 
serious injuries. 

He is reported to be in a sta¬ 
ble condition. 

His father Alan, 59, who runs 
Greenwood and Sons funeral 
home in London Road, said he 
was devastated by the inci¬ 
dent, which happened on Sat¬ 
urday, October 25. 

He said: “We are so used to 
dealing with tragedy but we 
never think it is going to be 
somebody we know 

“He was able to talk yester¬ 
day but he has terrible damage 
to his leg, knee-cap and spine. 

“We are getting a lot of 
support from people hearing 
about it.” 

He said that police had 
arrested the driver of the car. 


James, who runs a car racing 
business, was in Los Angeles 
as part of his modelling work, 
but was due to be back with 
his family last week. 

On the Men’s Fitness web¬ 
site, a message said: “We have 
just heard that December 
issue cover model James 
Greenwood was involved in a 
nasty crash on Saturday, Octo¬ 
ber 25, while working in Los 
Angeles. 

“He suffered serious injuries 
but is now in a stable condi¬ 
tion. 

“Everyone at Men’s Fitness 
would like wish him a speedy 
and full recovery” 

Jon Lipsey, deputy editor of 
the magazine, said: “James is 
a top guy. We always enjoy 
working with him and I know 
he was really excited about 
doing his first cover shoot for 
the magazine. 

“Everyone here is thinking 
about James and his family 
and we just hope he makes a 
quick and full recovery”

Hounded for pet payment 


A Surbiton woman came close 
to being dragged through the 
courts this week, after her pet 
insurance company demanded 
a final payment from her - even 
though her beloved mongrel 
terrier Rosie had died. 

Helen Gordon bought RSPCA 
rescue dog Rosie as a “substi¬ 
tute sister” for her daughter fol¬ 
lowing the break-up of her 
marriage 13 years ago, and was 
heartbroken when she had to be 
put down in May this year. 

Mrs Gordon claims she imme¬ 
diately contacted Tesco Pet In¬ 
surance, to which she had been

making payments for eight 
years, to tell them of Rosie’s 
death, and subsequently can¬ 
celled direct debit payments. 

The 55-year-old was shocked 
to receive a demand for £33.27 a 
couple of weeks later, and called 
to tell them again that her dog 
had died and she no longer 
needed pet insurance. 

Her call fell on deaf ears and 
several distressing months of 
trying to make the company lis¬ 
ten were made worse last week, 


when she returned home to find 
a letter from bailiffs. 

She said: “I’m a robust person 
and I’m not easily intimidated, 
but what would happen if I was 
quite a lot older and more 
timid? You could quite easily 
give in to these bully tactics.” 

A spokesman for Tesco denied 
Mrs Gordon’s claims she had 
contacted them about the issue, 
but agreed the company would 
waive the £33.27 and offer her 
£50 compensation. 

He said: “Mrs Gordon called 
to cancel her policy in June this 
year. We advised we had can¬ 


celled the policy but there was a 
final monthly instalment due in 
June of £33.27. The customer 
queried this and our consultant 
informed her it was the last pay¬ 
ment following cancellation. 

“The customer has not con¬ 
tacted us to query this payment 
since June and so we were un¬ 
aware of her concerns. We are 
happy to write off the outstand¬ 
ing payment and offer Mrs Gor¬ 
don £50 compensation for the 
distress she has experienced.”

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No jail for 
info thief 


A data thief who stole 10 
years’ worth of valuable 
company information after 
being made redundant from 
a Surbiton audio visual com¬ 
pany has been spared a 
prison sentence. 

Grandfather-of-two Dario 
Alexander had been em¬ 
ployed as a technical sales 
manager for Sound and Visu¬ 
al, in Hook Rise North, for 
three-and-a-half years when 
he was made redundant on 
July 27 last year, because of 
falling sales. 

Alexander, 60, of Spring 
Lane West, Farnham, was 
found guilty under the Com¬ 
puter Misuse act on October 
9, after a two day trial at 
Kingston Magistrates’ Court. 

The court heard he down¬ 
loaded the entire company 
address book and emailed it 
to his wife, just an hour after 
hearing his contract was 
being terminated. 

Prosecutor James Benson 
told the trial that the “valu¬ 
able company document” 
contained sensitive personal 
data and business contacts, 
including Metropolitan Po¬ 
lice and governmental 
clients which Sound and Vi¬ 
sual had worked with. 

Owner of Sound and Visual 
David Lattimore, 72, said 
that the document was price¬ 
less. 

On October 30, magistrate 
David Mulholland ordered 
Alexander to complete a 12 
month community order and 
pay costs of £1,300. No com¬ 
pensation was awarded.

Companies battle 
for NHS contract 


Two private healthcare companies are 
vying to run elective care surgery at 
Kingston Hospital and the winner could 
build a private hospital on site, it has 
been revealed. 

According to a Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion request by the Kingston Guardian, 
as of July 2008 the hospital had spent 
£300,000 on management consultants 
and legal fees to help them on the pro¬ 
ject, which was first announced in Jan¬ 
uary last year. 

The winner of the 10-year contract 
would “advise” the hospital on running 
its existing private ward in the Coombe 
wing and elective surgery, and could 
potentially build a private hospital on 
site. 

Profits would be split between the two 
organisations. 

Acting chief executive Alan Pearse 
said: “It has taken a long time but, be¬ 
cause of the nature of the deal, we have 
to be clear about the benefits before it 
goes ahead.” 

He admitted that all the time and in¬ 
vestment could come to nothing if no 
deal was struck. 

He said: “It is a possibility, but I don’t 
think so given all the work we have put 
into it and the discussions between our¬ 
selves and the independent sector.”

The hospital declined to name the two 
remaining bidders out of the 40 initial 
responses, citing commercial confiden¬ 
tiality, but said both were “first class” 
providers of healthcare. 

Geoff Martin, of campaign group 
Health Emergency, criticised the money 
spent, saying hospital management had 
taken its eye off the ball. 

He said: “It is an awful lot of money to 
spend on what looks like a project that is 
going nowhere at a time when the trust 
is in dire financial straits. 

“If they concentrated a bit more on the 
bread and butter issues rather than 
these grand plans they would be deliver¬ 
ing far better in terms of financial man¬ 
agement.” 

Staff were told on Monday that they 
would not be managed by a private com¬ 
pany, the original plan, but continue to 
be managed by the NHS.

Police asked resi¬ 
dents to look out for strong herbal 
smells, excessive use of electricity - 
such as lights being left on all hours of 
the day and buying gardening equip¬ 
ment or large amounts of fertiliser.

Hospital £7.5m adrift 
of its budget figures 


Kingston Hospital has fallen 
further behind in its efforts to cut 
millions of pounds out of its bud¬ 
get, and is now £7.5m adrift half¬ 
way through the financial year. 

The ongoing financial difficul¬ 
ties could impact on the hospital 
trust’s bid for semi-independent 
foundation status, which would 
give it more control over its 
budgets. 

A month after chief executive 
Alan Pearse announced the 
hospital was £500,000 in the red, 
and asked staff for suggestions to 
help it get back into the black, 
the deficit has doubled. 

Large numbers of consultants 
on sickness or maternity leave, 
an overspend on temporary agen¬ 
cy staff and not enough money 
coming in from private opera¬ 
tions in the Coombe wing have 
been blamed for the £980,000

deficit, which has led the hospital 
to forecast a break-even instead 
of making a small profit. 

Andrew Seddon, director of 
finance, said: “We have got to get 
back on the right side of the line, 
which we will do, but in a way 
that promotes clinical care.” 

The hospital started the finan¬ 
cial year with the aim of shaving 
£6.5m off its £171m budget to 
get to the 3 per cent yearly 
“efficiency” savings required by 
the Department of Health. 

Finding locum consultants to 
replace ill colleagues cost the hos¬ 
pital £169,000, underachievement 
on private income of £104,000 and 
overspend on temporary agency 
staff totalled £450,000. 

Crude oil price rises cost an 


extra £84,000 in a single month 
and a change in the way digital 
hearing aids are paid for cost 
£ 20 , 000 . 

Campaigner Geoff Martin, of 
Health Emergency, called for the 
Government to help. 

He said: “This proves that 
Kingston Hospital is still deep in 
a financial hole. 

“If it’s good enough for the 
Government to spend billions 
bailing out the banks and the city, 
surely they can find a few million 
to stave off cuts in Kingston’s 
NHS this winter.” 

Unison representative Nora 
Pearce said: “I can’t say I have 
seen an impact on services but it 
is us [staff] who get affected.”

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Next time it will be jail, driver told 


A disqualified driver who lied 
to police about his identity 
after being caught drink-driv¬ 
ing in Wheatfield Way, 
Kingston, has been told custody 
is likely if he reoffends. 

Kingston Crown Court was 
told on October 30 that Ashif 
Umajee twice gave police a false 
name, address and date of birth 
when he was stopped while 
driving home a group of drunk 
friends on October 10.

It is really psychological 
but I thought our God doesn’t 
tell us to hate pigs. 

“When it first started, I was 
at university and it was very 
personal on how it felt being a 
Muslim and being a western 
woman. When I left, it was 
more about the political situa¬ 
tion and how different cultures 
don’t understand each other.” 

She said she had no plans to 
withdraw her art despite the 
protests. Salon gallery in Not- 
ting Hill will exhibit the work 
until November 16.

Kingston firefighters have saved 
the home of a services family, after 
an electrical fault started a “fero¬ 
cious” fire in the kitchen. 

The fire, at a home in The Keep, 
Kingston, started while the family 
were on holiday and fire crews were 
called at 6.20pm on October 31. 

They broke the door down. The 
fire had been burning for some 
time because of an electrical fault. 

One of the Kingston crew said:

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No one to blame for 
grandfather accident 
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Accident: Mike Cowley and his wife Judith

A driver whose lorry was involved 
in a fatal collision with a man in 
Chessington did not even realise he 
had hit anything until the next day, 
an inquest heard last week. 

Fulham Coroner’s Court heard 
on Thursday, October 30, that 
grandfather Mike Cowley, 73, died 
when he walked in front of the 
lorry, under the driver’s field of vi¬ 
sion, while crossing Hook Road on 
December 12 last year. 

He passed in front of the articu¬ 
lated lorry when it was stopped at 
traffic lights, but when it pulled off 
he was dragged under and died 
from multiple crushing injuries. 

Lorry driver David Wakefield, 
who was returning from hauling 
equipment for Bryan Adams’ Euro¬ 
pean tour, did not see Mr Cowley or 
feel a bump when he hit him. 

He said: “You know the standard 
of British roads. You just put it 
down to pot holes.” 

Witnesses said they shouted and 
waved at the lorry as it drove away 
from the accident scene at the junc¬ 
tion of Elm Road, but Mr Wakefield 
said he did not see them. 

Police identified the lorry from 
its registration plate on CCTV and 
traced it back to a haulage compa¬ 
ny in Kent. 

Mr Wakefield first learned that 
he had killed the man when his 
boss phoned him the next day. He 
was left so shocked that he needed 


to take two weeks off work. 

Mr Cowley, a former school gover¬ 
nor at Castle Hill Primary School 
and Chessington Community Col¬ 
lege, had an interest in politics and 
had once stood for councillor. 

He had undergone surgery for 
water on the brain and used a walk¬ 
ing stick, meaning it took him 
longer to cross the road. 


Collision investigator PC Thomas 
Booth said anyone walking imme¬ 
diately in front of the lorry would 
be caught in a blind spot. 

The coroner recorded a verdict of 
death as a result of an accident and 
stressed that no one was to blame.

Everyone likes to be particular about some things, 
but for sufferers of obsessive compulsive disorder, 
impulsive rituals can take over their lives, as 
ELEANOR HARDING reports 


The hidden condition 


Across the city, hundreds of people 
struggle to work every day crippled 
by a secret illness. 

Obsessive compulsive disorder 
(OCD) affects up to 3 per cent of the 
public, but it is widely regarded as a 
mild problem and many sufferers 
are too embarrassed to seek help. 

In reality, the impulse to carry out 
endless rituals can ruin careers, 
friendships and relationships. 

The World Trade Organisation 
even lists it among the top ten most- 
debilitating illnesses in terms of 
loss of income and quality of life. 

Sam*, 25, of Wimbledon, said: “I 
started having symptoms when I 
was about 14. I’d be walking along 
the street and I’d have to touch a 
certain railing along the street 
because I thought that if I didn’t, 
something bad would happen. 

“Then my mum got really ill. I 
started having panic attacks, espe¬ 
cially on trains. One night I sat 
down to a meal and realised I could 
not swallow my food.

“My throat was too tense and I 
thought I would choke. I tried again 
later but I was too scared to even 
put the food in my mouth.” 

Dr Lynne Drummond, consultant 
psychiatrist for the national and 
local OCD service, treats cases at 
Springfield Hospital in Tooting. 

She said: “People think it’s a mild 
condition which everybody has. But 
some of my patients are inconti¬ 
nent, or they can’t speak. 

“These are profound problems, 
snapping out of it is not enough.” 


The disorder often involves people 
having horrible thoughts or fears, 
such as their family dying. They 
then take part in rituals which they 
feel will prevent that thought. 

Some sufferers who fear contract¬ 
ing a disease may wash their hands 
hundreds of times a day, or avoid 
using public toilets to the point 
where they have to soil themselves. 

Dr Drummond added: “Many 
people might have obsessions and 
compulsions like cleanliness or 
tidiness, but they are still helping 
them to achieve their life aims. 

“You only have the disorder if 
these symptoms are preventing you 
from achieving your life aims.” 

The disorder is treatable through 
cognitive behavioural therapy 
(CBT), which trains sufferers to 
combat the impulses. Sam eventual¬ 
ly sought help at hospital and, after 
a week of treatment, was getting 
ready to start back at work.

This is your third album. 
How has your work evolved 
over time? 

This time it’s completely origi¬ 
nal, so it is all new and not just 
jazz standards. It’s the culmi¬ 
nation of several years of song 
writing. Getting a distribution 
deal for this album was the 
most exciting thing because 
there is a lot of competition to 
be selected. 

Your transition from a law 
career to a music one is 
quite a jump. How did that 


come about? 

I spent many years studying to 
be a lawyer and working in the 
City but I decided it wasn’t for 
me, so I made the decision to 
make the move. It was very 
risky at the time, but some 
people have said law’s loss is 
music’s gain. 

It is your first performance 
at the Rose. How does a 
theatre compare with other 
venues you play at? 

I have played a number of the¬ 
atres before. The venues are al¬ 


ways very varied and always 
have their own atmosphere. 

With your father being 
international tennis player 
Roger Taylor, were you not 
tempted to follow in his 
sporting footsteps? 

I am very sporty but it’s not 
something I’ve ever considered 
professionally. There are paral¬ 
lels between sport and music. 
We have to work very hard and 
be very disciplined. To me, my 
dad was just my dad. I was 
very young when he was at the 


top of his professional game. 

What has been your best gig 
so far? 

It has to be supporting George 
Benson on the Portuguese leg 
of his tour. We had thousands 
of people in the audience and 
it was amazing. He is such a 
superb performer.

“Human icebreaker” Pen Hadow will 
be the inspirational guest speaker at 
this year’s Green Guardian Awards 
gala dinner later this month.

Boris Johnson, the Mayor of Lon¬ 
don, has welcomed our Listen to 
Business campaign and pledged 
to listen to the concerns of south 
London companies as he develops 
strategies to help them through 
the hard times ahead. 

Newsquest South London and 
South London Business launched 
the campaign last week to ask the 
Mayor to back local businesses 
struggling with difficult market 
conditions and help stimulate a 
financial recovery 

In an early win for our cam¬ 
paign, Mr Johnson announced he 
would publish a recovery plan be¬ 
fore Christmas, which he said 
would help with short-term prob¬ 
lems and provide long-term an¬ 
swers. 

He said: “I am listening careful¬ 
ly to the concerns of businesses, 
including those in south London, 
and will be unveiling new policies 
in my Economic Recovery Action 
Plan (see below), which I will 
publish before Christmas. 

“The plan is being drawn up to 
help businesses, in particular 
small and medium-sized ones, 
and Londoners through the down¬ 
turn. 

“It also aims to ensure we re¬ 
main the world’s best city to do 
business in once the recovery 
starts.” 

Mr Johnson also accepted more 


practical help was needed to help 
steer business through the cur¬ 
rent turmoil. 

He said: “We are pressing ahead 
with specific measures to help 
business. I want to see that all 
small and medium-sized firms 
that supply goods and services to 
the Greater London Authority 
(GLA) are paid much quicker 
than has been the case in the 
past.” 

A good start, he said, would be 
to improve credit terms: “We are 
looking at fast tracking invoice 
payments to ensure small firms 
with GLA contracts, many based 
in south London, are paid within 


10 days to ease their cash flow.” 

“We are also looking to cut red 
tape from our procurement prac¬ 
tices to make it easier for small 
firms to get work from the GLA as 
well as ways to make cheap and 
flexible credit available.” 

The Mayor also sought to reas¬ 
sure south London that he was 
listening to business. 

He said: “This is just the start 
and what I can practically do 
first. There is a lot more to come 
and my team will work closely 
with and listen to groups like 
South London Business to ensure 
we understand your needs and 
give you maximum support.”
